WOULD NOT WAIT FOR 
CHILD TO BE DRESSED 


Seized Her in His Arms, Shot 


Physician Whom He | 
Thought Blocked the Way, 
and Then Ran Away. 


WATKINSVILLE, Ga., June 29.— 
Dragged from jail here by an armed 
and masked mob, seven prisoners were 
shot to death in the main street of 
Watkinsville early today. 

An eighth man, only slightly wounded 
by the volley, had the presence of mind 
to fall to the ground and lie motion- 
less and, by feigning death, escaped 
the fate of his companions. 

The men killed were Lewis Robert- 

son, Rich Robinson, Sandy “Price, 
Claude Elder, Robert Harris and James 
Yearly, all negroes, and | Lon. Aycock, ; 
white. Joseph Patterson, negro, @S - 
caped. 
Four of the mob's victims were held 
‘on. a charge of compheity. in the mur- 
Ger or’ Mr. and Mra. A, Holbrook sev- | 
etal weeks ago. One was accused of 
attacking a‘ white woman. The others 
were held on trifling charges. 

The mob formed.quietly soon after 
midnight and, marching to the fail, 
called on the turnkey, at the point of 
rifles, to admit them. At a sign of heel- 
aYion on his @ crt the threat was 
made, not only to kill him, but to dyna- 
mite the jail. 

Considering defense out of the question 
the jailor surrendered the keys and the 
prisoners, trembling and begging for 
mercy, were marched to a corner lot 
20 yards from their prison, where all 
were bound to the pickets, with their 
hands behind them. 

At a command by the leader the mob 
stepped back a few paces, took deliber- 
ate alm and fired a rifle, shotgun and 
pistol voliey into the line of prisoners. 
Every man in front of the mob fell. 
Believing its work done the crowd 
quickly dispersed. 

An examination by the jailer, who 
had been forced by the lynchers to ac- 
company them to the scene of the exe- 
cution, showed that seven of the men 
had been riddled by buNets, but that 
Patterson was only asligitly injured, 
though the fencepost to which he had 
been bound was torn into fragments by 
the bullets, 

The volley aroused the town. 
of citizens sprang from their 
alarm, to find the mob nowhere in evi- 
dence. however. 

The lynchers seem evidently to have 
entered the jall in search of Sandy 
Price, who was arrested late yesterday 
afternoon by an Oconee County posso 
on a charge of assaulting Mrs. Weldon 
Dooley, who lives in the suburbs of 
Watkinsville. A lynching was narrowly 
averted at the time of his arrest. 
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their confident belief that he will re- 
cover. 

" They pronounce his case as being 
little less than miraculous. 

The most minute record of the case 
is being kept, and it will likely figure 
in surgical annals as one of the most 
remarkable cases known. 

It is @eaid tnat Kidam's wound was 
exactly similar to that received by De- 
tective Dwyer in the bloody duel with 
the Morris ng of train frobbére in 
which three detectives and two robbers 
were killed in a room on Pine street a 
year or more ago. Dwyer, however, died 
after having been taken to the hospital.

An anxious father and mother re- 
sorted to desperate methods to remove 
their child from the St. Louis Chiidren’s 
Free Hospital, 400 South Jefferson ave- | 
nue, Thursday morning, the father fi. ally! 
shooting and slightly injuring Dr. H. | 
M. Morrow, resident physician. The | 
shooting occurred in a ward where sev- 
eral children lay on cots. 

Mr. and Mrs. H. L. Harris, 1106 North 
Sixteenth street, are the parents. After 
escaping from the hospital with the) 
child they took it to the home of a | 
family named Levison, friends of 
theirs, living on the third floor of the 
house at the northeast corner of Bighth 
ani Wash streets, where the mother 
and child were found Thursday after- 
oon by detectives, the father having 
disappeared. -The child is now criti- 
eally ill as a result of the shock and 
exposure. 

Fear for the child's welfare, that 
had prompted them to try four physi- 
clans and caused them to remove it 
from Centenary Hospital, 239 Lawton 
avenue, where they thought an opera- 
tlon would be performed, is thought to 
be responsible for the conduct of Mr. 
and Mre. Harrie. 

The parents appeared at the hospital 
door at 8:45 a. m. They were excited 
and demanded of the attendant, who 
came to the door, that thelr daughter, 
Dora, aged 4 years, in the hospital, suf- 
fering from pneumonia, be giver to 
them at once. The girl referred them to 
Dr. Julius Rotteck, senior physician, 
who told them that it was too early to 
remove the little girl. When they in- 
sisted, however, he directed Dr. Mor- 
row to get her ready. 

Nut waiting for this, Marris followed 
the physician into the ward where his 
little daughter lay, declaring that he 
should not be deprived of her. He 
picked her up from the bed and started 
from the room. 

Thinking that the physicians and 
nurses gathered there meant to stop 
him, he drew a revolver from his pock- 
et and fired at Dr. Morrow, who stood 
near the entrance to the hall. The bul- 
let struck Dr. Morrow above the right 
eye. It glanced, however, and the 
wound is not serious, although it bied 
profusely. 

With the child in his arms, wrapped 
only in her night gown, Harris rushed 
from the bullding and disappeared. He 
was seen to run north on Jefferson 
avenue, his hat faliing from his head 
to the sidewalk in front of the insti- 
tution. The wife had evidently gone 
ahead. 

Harris, who is a meta) polisher, lives 
in a two-room house at the North Six- 
teenth street address. There are five 
children in the family, ranging from 
17 months to 9 years in age. Dora is 
the youngest daughter and the pet of 
the family. 


The mother and father appear to 
have been wrought up to a fearful con- 
dition of mind because of the MIittle 
ove’s ill health. Four weeks ago, after 
four physicians had been tried and 
none of them had satisfied the par- 
ents. she was taken to the Cen‘enary 
Hospital, She had been there about 
two weeks and seemed to be recover- 
ing. It was thought advisable at the 
hospital, however, to perform a simple 
overation. 

The father was afraid of the opera- 
tion and one day told the authorities 
that his wife was very ill and wished 
to see their daughter. He was allowed 
to take the girl home 

Five days later he took Dora to the 
St. Louls Children’s Hospital. He has 
been constantly Worrfed about her con- 
dition, complaining to the physicians 

t there were not enough nurses at 
the hospital, in#isting that he be allowed 
to remain by the bedside at night and 
otherwise exhibiting anxiety. 

Sunday, Monday and Wednesday, 80 
neighbors says, he went to the hospital 
for the purpose of bringing the gir 
home. Each time, he told them, he lost 
his nerve and 4id not ask for the child.

AT TERRIFIED CITY 


New York World. 

ST. PETDRSBUKG, June 23.—Odessn 
has been for weeks on the verge of 
revolt. Repeated collisions have 
ocenrred between strong bands of 
rioters and the Cossack guards. 

Until yesterday the soldiers succeeded 
in maintaining a semblance of order. 
The arrival of the Kniaz Potemkin and 
an accompanying torpedo boat was the 
spark which fired the rebellion. The 
two vesscis steamed into the harbor 
Tuesday «night. 

The Russian flag had been hauled 
down from the battleship’s masthead. 
in its place flew the red flag of revolu- 
tion. The port authorities signaied the 
ships to stop.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 2.—George 
W. Kirkman, ex-captain of infantry in 
the United States Army, now a pris- 
oner in the Federal Penitentiary at 
Fort Leavenworth, is to appear soon 
in the role of author. He has written 
a book that pretends to portray the 
}dark side of social life in the army. 
The book was written while Kirkman 
was under arrest in Fort Niobrara, 
charged with enough breaches of good 
conduct to dismiss a hundred officers. 

He was born in a frontier post, as 
an army officer was his father. As a 
West Point cadet in 188 he began his 
mad record, and he remained in the 
academy only after a verdict of dis- 
missal had been set aside. After his 
graduation and commissioning, as an 
officer he stood four more trials by 
court martials in each instance the sen- 
tence was dismissed. In the fifth only 
did his influence fail to save him, and 
last week he entered Fort Leavenworth 

rison under a three years’ sentence. 

he woman in this particular case, the 
wife of Lieut.

And under the title of “Twenty Years 
of Army Life,’ Kirkman is to tell all 
of the scandals that have come to him 
as an officer's son, cadet and officer. 

“Kirkman hopes to be the Biilse of 
the American Army;’’ said a man from 
Fort Leavenworth. ““‘You remember the 
tremendous sensation Lieut. B.lse 
caused by his story of social life in the 
German Army? He called it\‘A Little 
Garrison,’ and the publication caused 
hia dismissal and imprisonment.’’

AMERICANS MAY HAVE 
SECURED THE TROVE 


Philadelphians Once Made an 
Effort to Locate the Lost 
Ship Admiral of Florence and 
Its Chests of Dubloons. 


GLASGOW, June 2%.—Undeterred by 
past failures and evidently disbelieving 
the story that two ‘‘cute’’ Americans 
have robbed them af their treasure 
trove, the, Duke and Duchess of Argyle 
are once more hunting for the chests 
of gold that went down with the Span- 
ish galleon in the waters of Loch Duan 
im 1588. 

The brother-in-law and sister of the 
King (the lbuchess of Argyle was Prin- 
cess Louise, Queen Victoria's eldest) 
have commissioned Capt. Burns of this 
city, assisted by a foreign expert, to 
eonduct the operations and the most 
rigid secrecy is being maintained con- 
cerning the work. A specially con- 
Structed apparatus for photographing 
the sea bottom has been secured, and 
it is evident that great things are ex- 
pected of the camera. 


Photographing Sea Floor. 
Canvas awnings are stretehed around 
the boats and patrols are employed to 


ers. 

The result of this new treasure hunt 
means much to the Duke and his Prin- 
cess wife, for, if the legendary esti- 
mate of the sea-hidden doubloons be 
correct, there are riches enough to re- 
plete the empty coffers of the head of 
the clan of Campbell. 

The story of the Admiral of Florence 
reads like a chapter from Robert Louis 
Stevenson: 

When the ships of the Armada, which 

British shot and SBritish storms had 
left afloat, went fleeltig from Drake and 
Howard around the northern end of 
Seotland there fied with them the great 
treasure ship, Admiral of Florence. 
Cruising along the wild Scottish coast 
of Argyleshire she sunk 
water in Loch Duan, an iniet on that 
storm-beaten shore, 
A hundred years ago the then Duke 
of Argyle began work on the wreck 
with the intention of recovering her 
treasure. But when he was informed 
that the erown would claim any and 
all that he might find, he stopped the 
work he had begun and said of the 
treasure, ‘“‘Let it lie there.’’ 


First Treasure Hunt.

_feudal, the King’s brother-in-law found 
himself rich in acres, but poor in coin— 
| s0 poor that he has had to let his an- 
| cestral Castle of Inverary and curtail 
his living expenses generally. 

Then it was that he thought of the 
treasure of the Admiral of Florence, 
and determined to recoup the fortunes 
of his ancient house by gathering the 
'gold and precious stones from beneath 
the waves of Loch Duan. He began to 
make elaborate preparations for explor- 
ing the wreck, and his intentions In the 
matter were published widely in the 
newspapers and formed the theme of 
aoe in club and drawing room. 


$8,000,000 to Get. 
It was said—this was in 1901—that the 
| treasure tn the Admiral was worth more 


than $8,000,000 and it is also said that 
| three Philadelphia men, taking advan- 
‘tage of the Information so ingenuously 
disseminated, decided to ‘‘lift’’ the 
|treasure. Whether they succeeded in 
| doing s0 will probably remain forever a 
| mystery, but two or three significant 
| facts are on record. 

In the early summer of 1901 a trim

| of John Silver. Three Yankees went 
ashore from the John Sliver and the day 
after their landing they were met by 
three other men, one of whom was 
recognized as a celebrated fliver from 
Brest.

HOUSEKEEPER EXECUTOR 


Queer Circumstances of Life of 
Preacher, Lawyer and 
Railroad Man.

NEW YORK, June 2.—In a singular 
will, hedged about with conditions and 
limitations, which was offered for pro- 
bate in Jamaica, Jacob R. Shipherd, 
clergyman, lawyer, railroad president 
and philanthropist, and friend of James 
G. Blaine, virtually passed his widow 
by and leaves two-fifths of a large 
estate to be ‘divided equally between 
Helen C. Garfield and Bessie S. Dolan, 
who made their home with him In his 
handsome house in Richmond Hill. The 
wife is made residuary legatee of an 
annuity of $800 a year, but the prece- 
dent conditions of the will, it is said, 
preclude the possibility of any resid- 
uum. . 

Shipherd died at 71 on May 7 last. 
Living in his home were Misses Gar- 
field and Dolan, who were much young- 
er. The former acted as housekeeper. 
He had lived a varied life. After a 
time in the ministry he became first 
President of the old South Side Reail- 
road Co., which was later absorbed by 
the Long Island Railroad Co. He be- 
came prominent as a lawyer. In suits 
against the United States Government 
James G. Blaine was his associate and 
heiped him to victory.

Former Attorney-General Crow 
Says Criminal Action Pos- 
sible Against Officers for 
Violation of Federal Anti- 
Trust Law. 


“I am confident the Attorney-General 
of the United States will begin proceed- 
ings in the immediate future to disrupt 
tne St. Louls Terminal monopoly and 
possibly institute criminal action against 
the officers of the Terminal] Association 
for violation of the Federal anti-trust 
law,"’ said former Attorney-General Ed- 
ward C. Crow to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday. 

Mr. Crow has just returned from 
Washington, where, in behalf of the St. 
Louls Manufacturing Association and 
the Free Bridge organization, he pre- 
sented a brief showing the manner and 
the circumstances under which the St. 
Louls Merchants’ Terminal Railway Co. 
and the Terminal Association merged 
their interests for the purpose of stifling 
competition and to maintain the bridge 
arbitrary at the expense of the trade 
and commerce of the Mississippi Val- 
ley. 

“I had quite a long talk with Attor- 
ney-General Moody and his assistant, 
Judge Day,” said Mr. Crow, ‘“‘and both 
impressed me as being earnest in their 
desire to prosecute the Terminal case, 
if in their judgment the facts warrant 
action. 

“The Terminal combine was formed 
and is operating on the same lines as 
the Northern Securities Co., which the 
Government, after a hard fight, com- 
pelled to dissolve. 

“Tt will be contended probably by the 
Terminal Association that its officers 
merely purchased the stock of the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Co. 

“That this was done of course there 
is no doubt, but the same point was 
raised by the promoters of the Northern 
Securities corporation, but to no pur- 
pose. 

“I believe the citizens cf 
will win this fight against what they 
consider an unjust monopoly and the 
impression is pretty general in Wash- 
ington that the Federal Government is 
ready to act in the matter.” 


Brief Contends Combination. 

In the brief filed at Washington, Mr. 
Crow says: 

“Any combination or contract bétween 
the two bridges or the owners thereof 
over the Mississippi River at St. Louis 
which would prevent competition and 
thereby restrain interstate commerce, 
would be in violation of the Federal Act 
against combinations and hence illlegal. 

“The two bridges at St. Louis are 
controlled by tMe same corporation, to 
wit: The Terminal Railroad Association 
of St. Louls.

road Association holds a lease on the 
rads Bridge and holds a-majority of

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SETS DEATH PACE 


Business for Men and Social 
Preferment for Women In- 
crease Heart Disease. 


COMES EARLIER IN LIFE 


Dr. George F. Shrady Com- 
ments Upon Present Day 
Tendencies. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 29.—The race be- 
tween death by heart disease and the 
greed of riches is, according to the 
statistics at the Board of Health and 
the testimony of prominent physicians, 
becoming a flercer one every year. 

Dr. Darlington of the Board of Health 
says that New Yorkers live too fast, 
and his statements fn regard to the 
awful strain is born out by other promi- 
nent specialists. Physicians have és- 
tablished the fact that the nerve forces 
controlling the stomach and the heart 
are affected by the hurry and worry 
that business men live in continually. 

Where 50 years ago heart disease 
among young men was practically un- 
heard of, today it is a common thing 


among them. 

“Our business men work too ardu- 
ously,”’ said Dr. George F. Shrady, “‘and 
women take upon themselves greater 
mental and physical strains than they 
ean carry. It is the bustle and the 
hurry to become wealthys without re- 
gard to the tension to which the nerves 
are brought, that causes disorders di- 
rectly affecting the heart.

MISS ROGERS BODY 
FOUND IN SARANAC 


Mystery of Virginia Girl’s Dis- 
appearance Solved by Grew- 
some Discovery.

SARANAC LAKDB, N. Y., June 29.— 
The men dragging the Saranac River 
have found the body of Mary O. Rog- 
ers of Leesburg, Va., who had been 
missing since Sunday morning. It was 
clad only in a nightgown. The body 
was badly scratched and the head had 
come in contact with a rock or stump 
while dragging along the river bottom. 

The finding of the body disposes of 
many of the stories that have been put 
afloat in reference to Miss Rogers’ dis- 
appearance. District Attorney Finn, 
who came here to investigate the case, 
has left for home, after announcing 
that there will be further inquiry, as 
the nurse, Ada P. Janney of Washing- 
ton, D. C., and Miss Rogers’ attorney 
and friend, Willoughby N. Smith of Bal- 
timore, were in no way responsible for 
the death.

DEATH DEALING 


TORNADO VISITS 
NORTH KANSAS 


Scores of Others Injured by 
Storm Which Sweeps Coun- 
try About Phillipsburg. 


LIVESTOCK KILLED AND 
PROPERTY DESTROYED 


Telegraph and ~ Telephone 
Wires Down and the Strick- 
en District Cut Off From 
Communication. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FAIRBURY, Neb., June 2..—A tornado 
swept over the country south of here 
doing enormous damage to property, 
killing a number of people and injuring 
a score of others in the vicinity of 
Phillipsburg, Kan., a town on the Rock 
Island Railroad, about miles from 
thie place. 

Eight persons are known to be dead, 
and it is believed that there are others, 
but all the reports from the stricken 
district can not be confirmed at this 
time, as a.. the telegraph and telephone 
wires are down in the territory passed 
over by the storm. 

More than a score of people were in- 
jured and much livestock was killed. 
The property damage is very heavy. 
Phillipsburg was badly torn up. 

The path of the storm is not a wide 
one, but everything in it is completely 
wrecked. 

Slight damage was done in the south- 
ern part of this State a few miles south 
of here upon the Kansas border. 

The greatest fury of the storm seemed 
to center about five or six miles north 
of Phillipsburg. Here everything was 
swept away in the shape of a building, 
and most of the killings took place.

Heavy rains followed the tornado, and 
all the little streams are full and over- 
flowing.

Much Atropine. 


After hearing the testimony in the 
suit of Anselm B. Murphy of 65139A 
Delmar boulevard against H. C. Bren- 
ner,a druggist at King’s highway and 
Delmar boulevard, Thursday, Justice 
Spaulding took the matter under ad- 
visement.

The sult was for $200. April 19, it was 
alleged, Mrs. ! urphy took to B.enner’s 
pharmacy a copy<of a prescription, the 
original of which had been written by 
Dr. E. W. Saunders, to be filled, and it 
was filled by one of Brenner’s clerks. 

This prescription, it was alleged, called 
for 32 doses, each containing 1-480 part 
of a grain of atropine, which is an ac- 
tive principle of beliadonna, and poison. 
After taking a dose of the medicine, 
little Mary Frances Murphy, aged 3% 
years, for whom it was intended, be- 
came violently ill and practicaily un- 
conscious, een spasms, according 
to the testimony of Dr. David 8. Booth 
of 5107 Morgan street and Dr. W. L. 
Johnson of 2h%1 South Grand avenue, 
who attended her. Her symptoms, these 
physicians testified, were those of atro- 
pine poisoning.

NEW YORK, June 2.—The World 
saye: “Modern naval history furnishes 
a close parallel to the mutiny of the 
crew of the battleship Knaiz Potemkin 
in the Biack Sea. 

“In 1797, in the Mutiny of the Nore, 
British sailors murdered their officers, 
seized a warship and held up the trade 
of the Thames for two weeks. 

“The Russian mutineers are more dan- 
gerous if their courage holds out. In 
the certainty that they will recelve no 
mercy if they surrender, they may 
prove capable of destroying the Knaiz 
Potemkin, even if they perish with her. 

‘This is not the first case of mutiny 
in the Russian navy during the present 
war. Russia will fight no more sea 
battles with Japan. But is the time ap- 
proaching when the Czar must fight his 
own sailors and soidiers? How long cap 
the autocracy hold revolution in check 
if that etate is finally reached?” 


While disinclined to indorse District 
Attorney Jerome's theory that the ac- 
cused should be compelled to testify 
against himself, the Tribune indorses 
much that Secretary Taft said in criti- 
cism of the jury system and methods 
of criminal courts in America. It says: 
“Most lawyers, as well as most lay- 
men, are ready to admit that trial by 
jury, as now conducted, is not the read- 
lest and surest means of reaching crime 
and vindicating justice. Yet it is equal- 
ly agreed by commentators on the Sec- 
retary of War's speech that with all its 
faults the jury trial will continue to be 
accepted here in principle for many 
years to come. It is too much a part 
of our political and social life to be 
easily set aside, even for an exacter 
and more rational judicial method. We 
shall cling, therefore, to an institution 
which we value less for its worth in its 
presént form than for the role it has 
played in the development of Anglo- 
Saxon justice and Anglo-Saxon liberty. 
But, if the jury system is to remain, 
the administration of the criminal law 
can be--and must be—improved in many 
particulars. This is the opinion of those 
most directly concerned in reducing the 
law's delays and making its proced- 
ure less a matter of guesswork.

Five hundred employes of the City 
Street Department have received notifi- 
cations from F. W. Valiant, Street 
Commissioner by recent appointment, 
that have caused fright on the part of 
most of them.

CREDITS DEPOSITED ON 
NOTES NEVER ENTERED 


Number and Amount of Forged 
Collateral Not Stated for 
Public Because of Promise 
Made to Thomas M, Casey. 


Boocial to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLINTON, Mo., June 2.—The manner 
in which the Salmon & Salmon Bank 
betrayed, cheated and robbed its best 
friends is shown by the following inci- 
Gents, the truth of which are vouched 
for by R. M. Cook, the State Bank 
Examiner, who ts now finishing an ex- 
amination of the bank's affairs: 

Two years ago, when George M. Ca- 
Sey, the short-horn cattle king of Amer- 
ica, failed for a half million dollars 
in this county, the Salmon & Salmon 
Bank was embarrassed by it, and Thos. 
M. Casey, manager of the bank, a son 
of George M. Casey, undertook to help 
out his father, who was threatened with 
criminal prosecution. 

Thomas M. Caséy went to W. W. Ad- 
Smeon, a rich farmer, and lifelong 
friend, and asked Adamson to go with 
him to Kansas City to indorse some pa- 
per upon which Casey hoped to borrow 
money to tide over his father’s trouble. 
Adamson could not go with him to Kan- 
gas City, but, at the suggestion of Casey, 
he indorsed three blank notes, which 
Casey was to take with him to Kansas 
City and fill out and use in case he 
needed them to deposit as collateral! se- 
curity for a loan. Later, when Casey 
had returned from Kansas City, he told 
Adamson that it did not become neces- 
sary for him to use the notes, and that 
he had not used them. 

Adamson asked him then to return the 
notes.

“IT tore them up,”’ said Casey. 

Since the failure of the Salmon bank, 
Mr. Cook has found these notes. They 
were filled in by Casey for sums aggre- 
gating $17,900 and were hypothecated by 
him as follows: 

One for $9800 is in the hands of the 
Commonwealth Trust Co. of St. Louis; 
one is in the hands of Wiley O. Cox, 
Kansas City State Bank; one for $4100 
is held by Parks Ball, a bookkeeper of 
the bank, who paid that much in cash 
for it to the bank. 


Parks Ball’s Purchases. 


Parks Ball is'a young man who was 
a bookkeeper in the bank with Casey 
for several years. His mother was 
well-to-do and he invested most of her 
money in such “gilt-edge’’ securities as 
this Adamson note. 

One of those he bought was the note 
of J. R. Barker for $4000. Barker is a 
brother-in-law of ‘“Tom"’ Casey. The 
night before the bank closed its doors 


Ball rode out to the Barker farm and 
asked lim to cash the $4000 note. Bar- 
ker, who was worth $50,000 before the 
failure, pointed to a mare and colt, 
which stood near and said: ‘Ball, that 
is all I have left; I am ruined, too.”’ 


Another note, which Ball bought from 
the bank. was the note of Salmon & Sal- 
mon for $12,000, indorsed by William 
Adair, a wealthy farmer of this county. 

Mr. Adair now declares that his in- 
dorsement of the note is a forgery, that 
he never signed it. Of this note Mr. 
Cook said today: ‘Casey declares the 
note is genuine, while Adair declares it 
ls a forgery.” 

In view of the fact that Casey has 
forged many other notes the people here 
believe Adair'’s statement. 

The Coon Creek Coal Co. of this city 
sold a steam dirt excavator to a Chicago 
firm for $4500, and were to draw upon the 
firm for the money when the excavator 
reached Chicago.

Officer Who Wanted Free Hand 
in Canal Work Now Free of 
the Influence of Hampering 
Orders. 


ROOSEVE!-T FORMALLY 
ACCEPTS RESIGNATIO 


It Was the First Official Act of 
President on Reaching His 
Summer Office at Oyster 
Bay. 


OYSTER BAY, N. Y., June 2.—The 
resignation of Chief Engineer Wallace 
of the Isthmian Canal Commission, 
has been accepted. The resignation was 
tendered at a conference in New York 
between Mr. Wallace and  Scretary 
Taft. 

Mr. Wallace received while in Pan- 
ama, an offer of a position with a great 
corporation, the name of which is with- 
held, at a salary of $60,000 per annum. 
His salary with the Panama Canal 
Commission and as chief engineer of 
the canal was $3,000 a year. When he 
told Secretary Taft that he desired to 
accept the offer which had been ten- 
dered to him, he expressed his feeling 
in the matter. 

Engineer Wallace suggested to Sec- 
retary Taft that he would remain with 
the commission two months longer, but 
after considering the matter President 
Roosevelt directed Secretary Taft to 
accept the resignation at once. There is 
no concealment by the commission of 
its feeling regarding Mr. Wallace's ten- 
der at this time of his resignation. It 
is felt that he has not acted fairly to 
the Government in accepting compara- 
tively recently the responsibility of di- 
recting the canal construction and now 
offering his resignation at a time which 
is regarded as crucial in the work of 
the canal. It is said that he not only 
accepted the position as chief engineer, 
but sought it, and expressed his entire 
satisfaction with the salary given to 
him by the Government. 


It has not been definitely decided who 
Mr. Wallace’s stuctersor will be, al- 
though an announcément of his ap- 
pointment may be expected wiitin a 
day or two. The President and Secre- 
tary Taft have made a tender of the 
place to a distinguished constr.ctirg 
engineer, but his name for the present 
is withheld. 

Mr. Wallace is known to: have ex- 
pressed himself as wiling to remain 
.as chief engineer of the canal if t e 
Administration would give him a free 
hand in the work, not Subject to 
hampering orders of the commission.

Form of Malaria. 


John Brock, @ years old, 
101 South Third street, a carpenter, died 
at the City Hospital from a malady 
known to the medical profession as 
aestivo autumnal, first encountered on 
the Zambes! River in Africa, and later 
found to exist in the extreme Southern 
states of the Union. 

Brock was taken to the hospital 
Wednesday in an uncons®ious condition. 
He died 12 hours later. His pulse was 140 
and his temperature 102.8, and the gen- 
eral symptoms were such as to lead to 
his case being diagnosed as a congest- 
ive chill. 

An examination of his blood has been 
made, however, and reveals the fact that 
his death was caused by the rarest form 
of malaria known to medical science. 
The malady is one that causes the for- 
mation in the blood of crescents that 


apparentiy absorb and destroy the red 
blood corpuscles until the patient lapses 
into unconsciousness and dies. These 
strange crescents in the blood are found 
to contain remains of the red blood 
corpuscles which they have absorbed, 
and it is this fact which causes scien- 
tific bellef in their destructive powers in 
this narticular direction. 

Quinine and strychnine were given to 
Brock in powerful doses, but he was 
too far gone when taken to the hos- 
pital for these drugs to have any ma- 
terial effect. There Is no history of his 
case prior to his removal to the hos- 
pital, consequnpetly it is not known 
where he contracted the disease that 
caused his death.

DISCOVERS MEANS TO 
IDENTIFY SMALLPOX 


Prof. Ralph L. Thompson Perfects Process. by Which 
Positive Diagnosis Can.Be Made Within Three Hours 
Instead of Three Days—Microscope Shows Germs. 


By snipping a few pieces of skin from 
patients at the 8 uis Quarantine 
Hospital, a discovery of immense value 
in the diagnosis of smallpox has been 
made by Prof. Ralph L. Thompson of 
the Pathological Department of S8t. 
Louis University Medical College. 

Not only will the discovery of Prof. 
Thompson be of value to those afflicted 
with the disease, but its consequences 
will be even further reaching in pre- 
venting needless contagion. 

Under ordinary methods of diagnosis, 
patients with smallpox are kept under 
observation by physicians for three days 
or more before unmistakable signs of 
the disease appear... With the new meth-. 
od of identifying the smallpox germ as 
discovered by Prof. Thompson, this pe- 
riod is cut from three days to as many 
hours 

During the period of incubation of the 
disease. many persons have formerly 
been exposed to contagion and contract- 
et the disease when they might have 
been spared had Prof. Thompson's 
method been discovered sooner. 

Physicians have been loath to send a 
patient, whom they merely suspected of 
having smallpox, to a quarantine hos- 
pita] lest he catch the disease which he 
was suspected of having. If these sus- 
pected cases are not segragated, the 
greater danger arises that persons not 
having the disease might become in- 
fected through contact with the person 
affiicted. All this will be changed by 
Dr. Thompson's new method of diag- 
nosis and both the sick and the well 
will be protected. 


Photography as an Aid. 

Some years ago a photographer posed 
a woman who later developed smallpox. 
When the plate was developed the face 
of the sitter was found to look as if 
broken out with a typical case of the 
disease, although the photographer and‘ 
his assistant testified that not even a 
redness existed at the time the photo- 
graph was taken. 

This was the first clew to medical 
men that signs of smallpox might be 
found under the skin before the typical 
pustules appeared on the surface. The 
eye of the camera had proven so0 keen 
in searching out what was not visible 
to the physician even that photography, 
as a medns of detecting smallpox, was 
advocated. 

This method never became general, 
nor was it widely used for the discov- 
ery of the smdlipox germ and complete 
descriptions by Mallory and Wright and 
others made it easy to recognize the 
organism that produced the disease or 
at least always accompanied it. 

Much like the discovery of wireless 
telegraphy, in which Marconi only put 
together physical phenomena which 
others had discovered, until Jrof. 
Thompson made his discovery, the 
fact that the disease was caused by the 
organism was of little value in treat- 
memt, since the patient was already af- 
flicted and full of the disease before 
the laboratory confirmation of the dis- 
ease could be made. 

Smallpox is another disease in which 
the microscope plays a highly important 
part, now that Prof. Thompson has 
published .the results of his 8t. Louts 
experiments. Hardly a disease can be 
mentioned in which the microscope can- 
not be used to confirm the opinions of 
the physician or to point out his error 
and the way to the truthful diagnosis. 


Minute Particle Used. 

To those who have never seen a path- 
ological laboratory where this work is 
Gone a description of the process used 
in determining the smallpox germ may 


be of interest. 

In Dr. Thompson's method the first 
operation is to obtain a small bit of 
the skin of the person suspected of 
having the disease. A bit of cuticle 
ac large as the eye-opening in a smal! 
needle is enough to show definitely 
whether smallpox is present or not. 
This ts snipped from the skin with a 
pair of scissors and causes no more 
pain than a vaccination scrape. 

This minute bit of skin is spread out 
on paper to avold curling up and Is im- 
mediately dropped into 2 times its bulk. 
or five drops, of acetone,a chemical ob- 
tained as a by-product in making wood 
aicohol. The acetone bath hardens the 
tissue and swells it slightly. Nothing 
could be seen if the bit of skin were 
then examined, as it is too large for 
the closely searching high-power micro- 
scope. It must be cut into sections 
much thinner than the finest tissue pa- 
per ever made. 

These sections are cut with a razor, 
and as it would be impossible Jo cu! 
such a small fragment of skin into 
pieces of proper thinness without hav. 
ing some way to hod it; the second op.’ 
eration is bedding it in paraffine. The 
para ffine used is liquid at 5; degree, 
Centigrade, about 130 degrees Fahren- 
heit. As tlis is near the boiling poin’ 
of acetone, that chemical is driven off 
and when the paraffine cools, instead 
,of the small bit of skin, almost impos. 
‘gible to handle, there remains a square 
block of para ffine with the skin in its 


center, from which sections can then 
easily be shaved. 


Cutting Machine Needed. 


To get pieces thin enough for the

If a 
negative reply is returned, all danger of 
smallpox may be considered past. 


Experiments Showed Value. 


In the St. Louls experiments, 


gave the experimenter a chance to con- 
firm his idea as to the value of his 
method as far as early diagnosis is 
concerned, and in every case where the 
smallpox organism was revealed by the 
microscope the patient afterward de- 
veloped a well-marked case of that dis- 
ease. On the other hand, where the 


organism Was wanting, no smalipox re- 
]su:ted, even in cases where physicians 
had positively identified the patient's 
ailment as smallpox. 

Uniy the higuest-power microscope 
will reveal the little bodies Wuaich are 
characteristic of the disease. They are 
most minute, ranging from one to five 
thousandths of a Millimeter in lengta— 
about four one-hund:ed-thousanatas of 
an inch. Beside them a blood corpuscle 
is a hayrick and a capillary biood ves- 
sel like a broad brook is to a minnow. 

Dr. Thompson is now in Europe, where 
he will spend the summer in studying 
under the most renowned pathologists 
and bacteriologists of the world. His 
discovery of tnis rapid method of de- 
termining smallpox, may be followed on 
his return by the announcement of other 
far-reaching discoveries in pathology. 

Dr. Thompson, in his account of these 
investigations, does not claim to have 
been the original d.scoverer of the 
smallpox germ, but does claim priority 
for his application to this disease of 
the new method of staining the sections 
and the attendant operations. At the 
time when he was making his skin 
snippings there were nearly 300 cases 
of the disease being treated at quar- 
antine, and Dr. Thompson was enabled 
to get the material with which to work 
through Drs. Simon, Scherk and Dwyer 
of the Health Department. for whose 
co-operation in the cause of science he 
returns thanks in the monograph an- 
nouncing his discovery.

Coroner’s Jury Blames Edward 
Barton for Death of 
Leroy Beck. 


Leroy Beck came to his death through 
criminal carelessness in handling a re- 
volver by Edward Barton, according to 
the verdict of the coroner's jury after 
the inquest into the shooting of the l- 
year-old boy by his 15-year-old com- 
panion, while playing with a revolver 
Baturday. 

Both boys lived at 2714 Manchester 
road. Despite the four years difference 
in. thelr ages they were playmates 
whenever Edward did not work in the 
Brown Shoe Company's Factory at 
Jefferson avenue and Randolph street. 
Saturday he was four minutes late 
at the factory and went back home, 
where he found his Mttle brother, C'yde, 
aged 9 years, playing with Christie and 
Leroy Beck in the garret of their home. 

Bdward had a revolver which he took 
from a trunk and showed it to the other 
bors. It was loaded, but he took all the 
cartridges out, he stated at the inquest,

sonal experiments in the basement of 
the Simmons building with a revolver 
of the identical make of the one whioh 
killed Dr. Close, and loaded with cart- 
ridges of the same make as those found 
in the pistol. 

This weapon was a Browning's patent 


revolver—a hammerless safety, which 
will not explode when dropped, accord- 


ing to both Mr. Ford and Chief of De- 
tectives Desmond. 

The bullet used is lead, encased in a 
stee] jacket, fired by smokeless powder. 

After making his experiments and 
taking careful note of each, Mr. Ford's 
conclusion, based on the following 
facts, was this: 

“The muzsle of the revolver that 

inflicted the death wound of Dr. Close 
must bave been at least three feet 
from him when the weapon was disg- 
charged.”

INDICATION of scorch or powder 
burns.

(3) This cloth was wrapped around a 
box. The revolver was first held 18 
inches away. When discharged the 
edge of the. cloth where the bullet 


forced its way through was scorched, 
and for a distance of severa] inches 
around that bullet hole particles of 
powder could be seen and plainly felt. 

) At WW inches the _ discoloration 
where thee ball came in contact with 
the cloth was more pronounced. The 
particles of powder that were not whol- 
ly consumed burned tiny holes in the 
cloth for a radius of two inthes from 
where the bullet. penetrated. 

(5) At six inches thé cloth where the 
balt entered was charred, and a circle 
half an inch in Qilameter was blackened 
around the bullet hole. Grains of pow- 
der could be felt for a distance of three 
inches from where the bullet pierced 
the cloth. 

(6) At two_inches the fire from the 
weapon greatly enlarged the hole made 
by the bullet, and the cloth for a dis- 
tance of nearly two inches in every 
direction from the hole was burned by 
the powdes, and the cloth was black- 
ened considerably. 

(7) Two shots were fired into the 
cloth from each distance named, and 
there was no appreciative difference in 
the result obtained in each instance. 

(8) His experiments. proved to Mr. 
Ford that smokeless powder will burn 
juet as certainly as ordinary black 
powder, though it will hardly discolor 
cloth so much. 

(2) His experiments proved to him 
that smokeless powder is not wholly 
consumed in the chamber of a weapon, 
as has been stated, but that small 
grains of it fiy out when the weapon 
is discharged.
